In accordance with our constitutional obligation to maintain
open courts, the Court will not, absent exceptional circumstances,
prevent anyone from entering the hearing. With that said, individuals
who do not have a professional need to be present are requested to
seriously consider whether the public interest would be better served by
remaining away from the hearings. Consistent with past practice, and
absent any unforeseen technical difficulty, the audio recording of these
hearings will be posted to the Court’s website the same day.
